THE BRAZILIAN FUNDING 
SCHEME. 


Reverting to Brazilian Bonds, it is easy to 
nnderstand why prices have responded to a 
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fpeculative demand. The movement has been 
marticularly marked in the 20 and 40-year 
‘unding Scrips issued to holders of various 
Gevernment Loans in lieu of interest in cash, 
The rise automatically increases the market 
value of the loans in respect of which the Fund- 
ing Bonds are issued, because the latter can 
be readily sold for cash in the market. Last 
week the 20-year Scrip improved to 64 per 
cent. of its nominal value, which means that 
holders of the 5 per cent. Loan of 1903, one 
oi those receiving the 20-year Scrip, can ab- 
tain, say, Sf per cent. in cash if they sell 
the 20-vear Funding Bonds in thé market. 
As the 1903 loan is quoted at about 37, the 
yield on this basis is 8-4 per cent. 


AN EXCEPTIONAL RETURN. 


Owing to an arrangement with the Inland 
Revenue the Funding Scrip issued in fiea 
of cash interest payments is not subject to 
the deduction of income tax, so that the 
above return is net, and is equivalent to 
about 114 per cent. gross. Some 
may prefer to keep their Scrip, which hears 
5 per cent. interest. payable, of course, in 
cash, An interesting point is whether 
those who sell the Funding Bonds in the 
market should include the proceeds of 
the sale in their income tax returns or can 
rightly claim that the sale is equivalent to a 
disposal of capital that is not subject to the 
déduction of income tax. On the surface, it 
is much better to buy the Government Bonds, 
such as the 5 per cent. of 1903 or the 5 per 
cent. of 1913, than the Funding Scrips, but 
a latter are redeemable at par at a definite 
date. 


OILS. 


A better market for Oil shares is now being 
experienced owing to the hopes that the pro- 
posal for a substantial curtailment of thé 
American production will be adopted, for 
that event would almost certainly be followed 
by a rise in the price of petrol. Bulls of Oil 
shares are banking on this, and they assert 
that of late there has been a considerable 
volume of important buying of the leading 
shares, though the business has been con- 
ducted very quietly. As regards individual 
companies, the prospects of the Anglo-Persian 
are regarded as particularly favourable. The 
modification of the arrangement with the 
Persian Governent, it is contended, will not 
affect the company adversely, and now that 
the position has heen defined by the new 
concession, it is thought possible that the 
directors may decide to distribute a bigger 
proportion of the available profits instead of 
putting by large sums for contingencies, On 
the basis of the last dividend, the vield at 
the current price is only moderate, but 
frequently shares that on the surface look 
dear are the best purchase. 


INDUSTRIALS. 


Last week was an interesting one because 
of the movements in some of the leading In- 
dustrials. The Imperial Tobacco Company 
published preliminary figures indicating a 
drop of fully £1.000.000 in the profits, allow- 
ing for the fact that the amount was swollen 
by the inclusion of £521,000 from special 
advertising revenue account; yet a day or 
two afterwards ‘‘ Jmps-” had risen nearly 3s, 
above the price that ruled before the dividend 
was declared, and to the highest figure since 
1929. Some operators were caught short, 
and their efforts to cover contributed to this 
rise, but the units were also bought because 
of the excellent yield, especially in compari- 
son with that obtainable from some other 
Ordinary shares, and hecause of a belief that 
the business “ex gift coupons” has im- 
proved considerably since the date of the 
accounts, October 31. Bear closing also con- 
tributed to a rally in Leyland Motors, though 
it is difficult to justify the present price on 
the figures of the recent report, The rise in 
United Molasses shares is an interesting 
development.

Market Specialising. 

A good deal of specialising goes on in 
he 24 One section suddenly- blazes up 
only to die down almest as quickly, while 
another immediately takes its place. This 
is rather different from the experience of 
recent months, when British Funds and other 
high-class investments, as well as home in- 
dustrial shares, more or less commandeered 
attention.

Bankers’ Views. 


At first sight there seems to be a startling 
conflict between the views of Mr. Goemenenes 
and those expressed by Mr. McKenna at the 
Midland Bank meeting. In reality, they are 
seeking to reach the same end, increased 
trade prosperity, by somewhat different routes 
(says Zhe Sunday Times). Mr. Goodenough 
said that: ‘‘ Despite the easy money condi- 
tions prices had fallen, and not risen, during 
the past two years. Nor does it appear that 
cheap -credit necessarily results in better 
teade.”’ Mr. McKenna, after citing various 
elements that have contributed to trade im- 

rovement, added that they could have done 
ittle had they not been accompanied by a 
steadily expansive monetary policy. [he 
declaration on monetary policy made in July, 
noted that the adherence of this country to 
the policy of cheap and plentiful money had 
been effective 4n raising wholesale commodity 
prices. The view was then reaffirmed that 
the final objective should be the establishment 
of an international gold standard reformed in 
such a manner that stability of exchange rates 
could be reconciled in a reasonable measure 
of stability in world prices. There is nothing 
here that cotflicts with Mr. Goodenough’s 
advocacy of return to ' some form of gold 
standard based on proved principles.’’ But 
Mr. McKenna considers that for the time 
being there is no need to concern ourselves 
with any metallic basis for our. currency. 
While both of these experienced bankers con- 
template the possibility of going back to gold 
eventually, one regards it as the necessary 
preliminary to the encouragement of indivt- 
dual enterprise, and the other as something 
which should be postponed as long as 
possible.

BRIGADE'S GROWTH. 

The Rev. J. Carlyle Breakey, B.A., Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, in the 
course of his address, said that the Girls’ 
Brigade, which has been established twenty- 
seven years ago, continued to do good work 
in the furthering of its objects, which were 
the advancement of Christ’s Kingdom among 
girls and the promotion of habits of obedience, 
reverence, discipline, self-respect and all that 
tended towards a true Christian girlhood. 
These Christian qualities, he said, had. been 
assiduoysly cultivated in the Brigade, and 
they, therefore, confidently appealed to 
parents to support it. 

Most of the members now present were 
not in existence twenty-seven years ago, but 
the Brigade was never in a more flourishing 
condition. There were 981 names on the 
roll and sixteen companies in the Brigade. 
These companies were recruited in and about 
the City of Dublin. Since they had nearly 
reached a membership of one thousand, they 
felt confident next year of attaining that 
number to the full. 

There were many churches which had not 
yet formed companies, and they desired 
earnestly that the Girls’ Brigade should be 
widely extended beyond the bounds of the 
city, and that in some ways the good 
things that, the Brigade did should 
he passed on to other cities and 
towns and throughout their country, He 
apologised for the absence of Mrs. G. Ww. 
Shannon, who was to have inspected the 
Brigade, and said that at very short notice 
Mrs. D. H. Hall had undertaken to fulfil that 
office. 

Mrs. Hall, having formally inspected . the 
companies on the stage, said that she had 
had the privilege of being for eleven years 
captain of the St. Barnabas Company, and 
when she heard that her old company was 
to form the guard of honour she had felt 
that an especial honour had been conferred 
on her in asking her to inspect the Brigade. 
The Brigade not only made good Christian 
characters. but also smartened up the girls, 
and by its team-work inculcated a broad, 
generous spirit that eliminated individual 
jealousies, and in their company work made 
the members strive to give of their best for 
the good of everyone else as well as them- 


selves ;

T is somewhat amusing to note how the 
| cinema which has for so long been re- 
garded as the black sheep in the artistic 
world, is gradually being received into the 
fold. In the old days every juvenile delin- 
quency was immediately ascribed to '' the 
pictures” ; nowadays. it is their educational 
value that is stressed. Ten years ago films 
were regarded as the lowest level in vuiganity ; 
now the critics are finding deep meanings 
behind Charlie Chaplin and Mickey Mouse. 
To state the position in these terms 1s, of 
course, to state it unfairly; for the cinema is 
still being attacked from all directions, and 
with a certain amount of justification. Still, 
there is evidence that the attacks are not so 
furious as they used to be. 

Celebrated authors. who had, possibly, the 
most reason for opposing the cinema, are the 
latest converts to it; but it wculd be tactless 
to ask whether this change of attitude comes 
from a realisation of the cinema’s artistic. 
possibilities or fror other causes, Certainly 
such authors.suffered a great deal in the past 
at the hands of the producers; for their 
stories, though handsomely paid for, reached 
the screen in such a condition that they were 
seldom recognisable. 

Mr. H. G. Wells, who is now an enthu- 
siastic supporter of the cinema, put this case 
very well in a speech a few days ago. “' At 
times,” he said, ‘‘I] have been privileged to

Such lapses from the normally 
high standard of the soldier’s demeanour 
have been caused usually by the small 
vexations which are inseparable from 
active service; and the officers in many 
campaigns would testify that, if one mis- 
fortune was calculated more than another 
to give rise to an outburst of generous 
warmth, it was the news that the issue 
of rum had failed to arrive. Those days 
are gone. ‘I'he modern soldier, it appears, 
would be quite unmoved at such tidings. 
To incite the troops to an almost 
maniacal rage, and to a flow of language 
beside which the earlier excesses of 
Flanders would be as the chatter of a 


ladies’ seminary, the colonel would have to 
adopt stronger measures. He would have 


to break the news that the supply of tea 
was exhausted. In recent years this 
beverage has taken so firm a hold upon 
the palates of the troops that any other 
tipple is disdained.

The Graduates’: Problem. 


The National University proposes to 
follow the example of Trinity College, | 
Dublin, and to establish an Appointments | 
Bureau, whose object will be to assist | 
graduates in their search for jobs. Presum- | 
ably, it has been inspired by the recent 
resolution in Convocation, which com- 
plained that the Free State offered too few 
chances of employment to her graduates. 
The problem does not exist in Ireland 
alone. In England the President 
of the Board of Trade is urging 
university graduates to take up -com- 
mercial and industrial, rather than 
professional, careers; anc his appeal 
has provoked wide discussion. Accord- 
ing to the Oxford University Appoint- 
ments Committee, 82 graduates, out of 
the 337 who passed through its hands last 
year, obtained posts in business and 
industry. Of 442 appointments gained 
through the corresponding board at Cam- 
bridge, just under one-half were in various 
branches of commerce and industry. The 
secretary of the Appointments Board of 
London University, interviewed by the 
Daily Telegraph, has hard things to say 
about the prospects for graduates. 
Most of the big British firms re- 
gard a graduate of twenty-one or twenty- 
two as too old for employment with them ; 
and of the few firms that are willing to take 
graduates the majority will accept only the 
very brilliznt men. The Earl of Derby 
now has issued an appeal to industry to 
throw its positions open to university 
men. It is a curious commentary on 
modern progress that education should be 
a handicap in the struggle for a livelihood.

JAPANESE GOODS 
COMPETITION. 


FRENCH DEMAND FOR 
PROHIBITION.

PARIS, Sunday. 


A declaration that Japanese competition 
was ‘‘a matter of life and death “” was 
made by M. Henri Morel-Journal, Presi- 
dent of the Lyons Chamber of Commerce, 
in a report to that body on the effect of 
Japanese competition in France. 

It was a mistake, he said, to think that 
Japan was dumping in France, but the 
situation was far more serious because 
Japan exported at prices which were for 
Japan normal. This was due to her wages 
being from 20 to 40 per cent. lower and 
her working hours from 10 to 20 per cent. 
longer than France's, and also to her 
modern industrial equipment and the 
absence of hampering factory legislation. 

“ We have lost many of our overseas 
markets,’’ he continued, ‘‘ notably Indo- 
China, and we resent the massive imports 
into our home markets.”’ 

The Chamber. unanimously adopting the 
report, added a resolution that all con- 
ditions of production in all countries 
should be equalised by international con- 
vention. Imports from countries refusing 
to sign the convention should be pro- 
hibited. Meanwhile, Japanese imports 
should be submitted to quotas both at 
home and in the French colonies. 


BRITISH QUOTAS. 


The restoration of the full 100 per cent. 
import quotas on certain British cotton 
imports has, it is learnt, been decided 
upon following not only the British pro- 
tests on the subject, but also strong repre- 
sentations from the French users of the 
sritish cotton imports.

TOWN-PLANNING BILL 
AMENDMENTS.

MPORTANT motions affecting the agri- 
cultural situation will be on the Order 
Papers of both Houses of the Oireachtas 
when they meet on Wednesday. The 
Minister for Agriculture will be concerned 
with these motions, but, as he cannot be 
in both Houses at the same time, it is 
likely that arrangements will be made for 
the debates to be taken on different days. 

No decision has yet been reached; but, 
no doubt, the matter will be discussed by 
the Whips of the various parties and 
suitable dates fixed. 

The Order Paper of the Dail will, 
among other items, include the Committee 
stage of the Town and Regional Planning 
Bill. This bill was introduced so far back 
as the 9th August. Since then the Minister 
for Local Government, Mr. Sean T. 
O'Kelly, has found reason to alter many 


a Se SS ham 
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of the original provisions, and he has now 
tabled a large number of amendments. 
Among these is one to insert a new defini- 
tion in which a “statutory undertaker ’’ 
is to be understood as “a person authorised 
by a British Statute or an Act of the 
Oireachtas, or an Order having statutory 
force, to construct, work, or carry on a 
railway, canal, inland navigation, dock, 
harbour, tramway, gas, electricity, or 
other public undertaking.”’ 

Another amendment restricts the defini- 
tion of “a road ” to ‘any road, whether 
public or private.” | 

‘Regarding the appointment of officers 
for planning schemes by local authorities, 
provision is now made for the payment to 
those officers of such remuneration as the 


| local authoritv, with the consent of the 


| Minister, shall determine. 


A new section which it is proposed to 
insert in the bill sets out that no provi- 
sion contained in a planning scheme shall 
apply to any land occupied by a statutory 
undertaker, so long as such land shall 
continue to be so occupied, unless the 
Minister by order directs otherwise. 


OTHER NEW SECTIONS. 


In connection with Section 23, which 
provides for the annulment of a planning 
scheme by the High Court, the Minister 
proposes to add a new sub-section to the 
effect that where the whole of a planning 
scheme is atinulled by the High Court, the 
planning authority shall be required to 
submit a new planning scheme to the 
Minister. 

A new section, which the Minister pro- 


| poses to insert before Section’ 33, provides 
| for the establishment and maintenance of 
| a register in connection with every plan- 


| ning scheme.

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This register shall be kept 
by a responsible authority, and shall be 
open to public inspection free of charge in 
a convenient place at all reasonable times. 
All details regarding the planning scheme 
shall be contained in the register. 
Additional powers are to be given to the 
responsible authority to acquire land for 
a planning scheme in another new section 
and for the sale by public auction or 
private treaty of land so acquired, if neces- 
sary. The procedure for the acquisition 


of land for a planning scheme is modified. 


Under another new section, a person 
aggrieved by the decision of the respon- 
sible planning authority in regard to the 


design, colour or materials of structures, 


may appeal to the local District Justice.

SECRET RETURN FROM THE

Lord Allenby at first insisted on making 
the trips he had planned, but finally 
changed his plans ee returned to Sumatra, 
whence he sailed for home on January 
13th.

IN BERLIN. 


GERMAN WINS THE 
FIRST EVENT. 


A HORSE SHOW WITH A 
MILITARIST FLAVOUR.

BERLIN, Saturday. 
(By Air Mail.) 

ESTERDAY afternoon the jumping 
competitions of the Berlin ‘‘ Green 
Week,” tournament began in the Ausstel. 
lungs-Hallen, the first event being con- 
fined to German horses. The course was 

over 16 big and difficult fences. 

The hall in which the jumping is held 
is about 100 metres by 30. metres, and 
resembles a large theatre, with boxes and 
a balcony all round the arena. The hall 
js decorated with the flags of the com- 
peting nations, and at one end is a large 
painting of a horse, the work of Heitinger, 
one of the leading German artists of to- 
day. 

Seventy-one German horses were entered 
in the first competition, and as each horse 
passed a starting-gate it broke a thin 
timing thread, which also timed him at 
the end. This was used in case of two or 
more horses having faultless rounds. 

The standard of jumping was very good 
for what is considered the most difficult 
indoor show in the world, and by the time 
half of the programme had been com- 
pleted there were only two horses with 
faultless rounds. The last horse to enter 
the arena, however, completed the course 
without a mistake, and his time—74 secs. 
—was just one second better than the two 
others who also had faultless rounds. 

After this event a display was given by 
a German Youth Organisation, the boys 
being dressed in brown shirts. with the 
National Socialist Swastika emblem worn 
on their arms. All were riding Shetland 
ponies. This was followed by a display 
of High School equitation work given by 
a team of four horsemen dressed in 
costume of the period of Frederick the 
Great. ! 


SOME PERFECT ROUNDS. 

At the night session of the Show 86 com- 
petitors—representing Germany, France, 
the Irish Free State, Sweden, Norway, 
Switzerland, together with about twenty 
civilian riders—were entered for the Prize 
of Agriculture Week. 

‘The first faultless round was put up by 
Lieutenant Cavaille (France), riding 


| Olivette, who completed the course in very 


quick time. This horse and rider repre- 
sented France in the Nations’ Cup in 
Dublin last year, and had two faultless 
rounds, with which he won the Canada 
Prize for the best individual performance 
in the Nations’ Cup. 

France registered the next faultless 
round with Lieutenant de Valleran, riding 
Bohemian. Lieutenant Bozard (France) 
also turned in a faultless round. riding 
Arcachon, and with the best time—72 
seconds, 

The next horse to register a clean 
round was Gallowglass, ridden by Cap- 
tain Aherne (Ireland), but three faults 
were marked against him for refusing a 
fence. A German horse—Egley—ridden 
by Captain Orgen, a German officer in a 
brown uniform, turned in a faultless 
ruund in the fast time of 71 seconds. 
This faultless performance was the best 
of the night, and the competition ended 
with a parade of the winners around the 
arena, 


CAPTAIN AHERNE TENTH. 

The official placings were :—1, Captain 
Urgen (Germany), riding Egley—no 
faults, 71 seconds; 2, Lieutenant Xavier 
Bozard (France), riding Arcachon—nv 
faults, 72.2 seconds; 3, Lieutenant Gudin 
de Valleran (France), riding Bohemian— 
no faults, 73.4 seconds: Cuptain Aherne, 
with Gallowglass, was placed tenth. The 
other Free State entries who failed to get 
placed were :—Captain Aherne, with Ire- 
land’s Own; Captain D. Corry, on Shan- 
non Power, which refused a jump three 
times, and Captain O’Dwyer, on Truroe 
(retired). 

After the jumping a display was given 


by a company of armoured motor cycles, 
each motor cycle and sidecar having a 
team of three men. The cycles carried a 
machine-gun, with which they gave a de- 
monstration of anti-aircraft ‘defence— 
miniature aeroplanes crossed the arena on 
electric wires, and were fired at from the 
motor cycles. 

An infantry company, headed by a 
mounted band, then entered the hall, 
followed by two batteries of artillery. 
Smoke screens were thrown out, and they 
gave a ‘demonstration of speed in getting 
into action. The display ended by all units 
leaving the arena and passing the Tribune 
of Honour, where the judges and represen- 
tatives of the various nations were seated. 

The Irish Free State Army officers are 
among those invited to a luncheon being 
given on Monday by the former Chief of 
Staff of the Reichswehr, General von Ham- 
merstein.

The exports oí plain Irish Free State 
spirits from the Port of Dublin for the 
week ended Wednesday last were the 
highest on record, the figures being 31,867 
proof gallons of declared f.o.b. value 
£31,221. For the previous week the figures 
were 3,508 gallons, valued at £3,637, while 
for the corresponding week of 1933 the 
quantity was only 211 gallons of £290 
declared value. 

One of the largest consignments of Irish 
whiskey to the United States since the 
repeal of prohibition left Dublin on the 
Lady Meath on Saturday night, just beat- 
ing by a few hours a smaller consignment 
of 650 cases which was shipped aboard the 
White Star liner Georgic at Queenstown.

ATTACK ON BRITISH 


CONSERVATIVES.

MOSCOW, Sunday. 
TAE phantom of a “ war of revenge ” 


overshadows the capitalistic countries 
of the world, in the opinion of M. Stalin, 


‘Soviet Russia’s “ man of steel,” whose 


report was submitted to the All-Union, 
Communist Party Congress here yesterday. 

Another world war is predicted in the 
report, which deals mainly with the world 
political situation of to-day, and there is 
also a remarkable statement that certain 
European States plan to make war on the 
Soviet. ie Sa 

Referring to the possibility of military 
collisions as a means for a new division of 
the world in favour of the stronger States, 
M. Stalin said that there was a struggle 
going on for possession of the Pacific 
Ocean, and the growth of military and 
naval armaments by Japan, the United 
States, Britain and France had come as a 
result. 

The withdrawal of Germany from the 
League: of Nations and the phantom of 
“ revenge ” had given another new impulse 
of aggravation. 

The growth of armaments in Europe, as 
in 1914, showed that affairs were clearly 
tending towards a new war. ee 

M. Stalin declared that some capitalistic 
politicians thought that war should be 
organised against one of the Great Powers 
in order to inflict an annihilating defeat on 
it, and improve their own affairs at its 
expense. . 

SEEDS OF HATE. 

“ During the Great War it was proposed 
to. annihilate Germany,” he went on, ‘‘and 
what happened? Germany was not 
annihilated, but such hatred towards the 
victors was sown in Germany and such a 
favourable ground for revenge was created 
that the other States cannot even 
straighten out the horrible entanglements 
they themselves created.”’ 

M. Stalin also spoke of a ‘‘plot”’ by 
other nations to wage war upon the Soviet, 
to defeat her, and to divide her up among 
themselves. 

“ Tt is a mistake,” he said, ' to sup; 
pose that only some military circles in 
Japan desire this. We know of similar 
plans harboured in the circles of the 
political leaders of some European States.” 

He added that, if words passed to deeds, 
the peoples of the Soviet would fight to 
the death in defence of the conquests ol 
the Revolution. 

In regard to Soviet relations with Great 
Britain, he recalled the British embargo 
on Russian goods and its removal, but 
added that ‘“an unpleasant aftermath ol 
these attacks still makes itself felt in 
everything connected with the relations 
between England and the Soviet, includ- 
ing the negotiations for a trade agree 
ment.’ ’ 

These attacks on the Soviet could not 
be regarded as accidental, he went on. 
It was known that a section of the British 
Conservatives could not live without 
making these attacks. 

“The U.S.S.R. has no idea of threaten- 
ing anybody, still less of attacking any- 
body. We are for peace,’’ said Stalin, 
“ but Ae don’t fear threats. Those want- 
ing peace and business relations with us 
will always get support from us ; but those 
attempting to attack our country will get 
an annihilating repulse, so that they will 
not venture again to poke their snouts into 
our Soviet garden.’’ 

INTERNAL POSITION 
“ROSY.” 

In the part of his five hours’ report 
dealing with internal conditions, M. Stalin 
drew a rosy picture. 

“The example set by our country has 
proved the victory of Socialism,’’ said the 
Communist leader. ‘‘ During the last four 
years the face of the country has been 
radically changed. It has changed from 
an agricultural country to an industrial 
one. 

Thousands of industrial enterprises had 
been developed, continued M. Stalin, and 
new towns had arisen where there was 
only waste land before. Two hundred 
thousand collective farms had been formed 
and 5,000 State farms. 

Pauperism and unemployment had been 
stamped out, and the number of workers 
had increased from 14 million to almost 
22 million. Literacy at the end of 1930 
was 67 per cent., and at the end of 1933 
90 per cent. , 

But, he continued, commodity produc- 
tion was insufficierit for the needs of the 
country, and the transport system was too 
weak to handle even the present goods 
turnover. 

_ Speaking of the Communist Party 
itself, Stalin said that alien and opposi- 
tion groups within it had been smashed to 
bits, and the party welded into one 
unified whole of 2,000,000 members and

TO BE SHELVED PENDING

Mr. P. C. Loftus, the National Con- 
servative candidate in the Lowestoft by- 
election, on Saturday night said that 
obstacles to a trade treaty with Russia, 
such as the Lena Goldfields claim, had 
been put aside to be settled later, and 
there were, therefore, no longer obstacles 
to the conclusion of the treaty.

They include firm British requirements as 
to the future balance of trade, the use 
made of credits obtained in Britain, and 
the Russian policy in _ price-cutting, 
notably on timber.

Murray’s mother and sister 
rushed at the raiders and succeeded in 
pushing one of them outside. The other 
fired two shots, without hitting anybody, 
and retreated as Murray aimed a blow at 
him with an iron file he had snatched up. 

When the raiders were outside the 
occupants banged the door and bolted it, 
and almost immediately afterwards four 
shots were fired through the door and one 
through the window. It was during this 
fusillade that Pegler was struck, and he 
was found later in a fainting’ condition 
in the backyard, to which he had run for 
shelter.

THE ONLY BASIS OF 
SETTLEMENT. 


Mr. William Norton, leader of the Irish 
Free State Labour Party, speaking at 
Kildare last night, referred to the Birming- 
ham speech, in which Mr. J. H. Thomas 
said that “ the door will never be closed to 
an honourable settlement” between the 
Free State and Great Britain. 

If that were so, said Mr. Norton, there 
was an obvious obligation on Mr. Thomas 
to indicate if he was willing to enter Into 
a conference with. representatives of the 
Irish people in order to secure a compre- 
hensive settlement of the issues in dispute 
between the two nations.

WELVE months ago Mr. de Valera, 
the leader of Fianna Fail, was 
returned to office committed to put into 
operation his policy of -achieving the 
greatest possible economic self-sufficiency 
for the Irish Free State. Last Saturday, in 
an interview at Government Buildings, 
Dublin, he reviewed the progress made, and 
spoke of his hopes for the future. : 
“Everything is working out as we anti- 
cipated,’’ said Mr. de Valera. '' We are 
progressing as rapidly as we expected, and 
are quite satisfied with what we have done. 
‘There is no prospect of a general elec- 
tion. I can give you an unqualified assur- 
ance on that point, but I am quite confident 
that if we did go to the country upon what 
we have already achieved, and what we 
propose to do in the future, we would be 
returned to power with an _ increased 
majority. . | 
“ T believe,” he went on, “ that when 
this Government has reached the end of 
its term of office, the Free State will have 
a well-balanced economy, and, not the in- 
secure, lop-sided state of things winch 
existed when the Fianna Fail Party came 
into. power. 


SUPPLYING THE GOODS. 


“ Naturally. when it is a matter of a 
complete turnover in the economic life of a 
nation, there must be a certain period of 
preparation before results can accrue. We 
have deliberately refrained from propa- 
ganda until we were ready to supply the 
goods—Irish goods. We have postponed 
stimulating demand until we could supply, 
it. We have now reached the stage when 
we can embark upon an intensive ' Buy 
Irish campaign.’ I am sure that there will 
be a splendid response, The only real test 
of any economic policy .is the results that 
it produces. In the case of the Free State, 
some of these are very striking, and, Á 
believe, provide complete justification of 
the course we have been pursuing. ; 

“ Suppose you take flour-milling as an 
example,” said Mr. de Valera. © New mills 
now in course of building will be com- 
pleted in a year, and we expect then to be 
in a position to do all our own milling, 
In 1931 the value of flour imported during 
the first eleven months of the year was 
£1.496,000. In the corresponding period 
last vear it had fallen to £645,000. On the 
other hand, the amount of wheat in grain 
| £1,450.000 in 1931, and 
£2.250,000.in 1935. So you can see the 
extent to which our millers have benefited 
by the Government’s policy. 

“<Tf you take imported bacon and hams you 
will find that their value has fallen from 
£1.202.000 in 1931 to the trivial sum of 
£3,900 in 1933. Imported butter has fallen 
from £173,000 in 1931 to £962 last year; 
cheese from £104,000 in 1931 to £32,000 in 
1933, and oat products from £81,000 to 
£6,870. 

SELF-SUFFICIENCY. 

‘ Another striking example in the food 
croup is that of imported confectionery, 
which has fallen from £510,000 in 1951 to 
£12040 last year. It is quite clear 
that in some important industries we have 

eliminated imports and have 
achieved self-sufficiency. 

‘Leave the food group and take the 
case of made-up clothing. In 19351 the 
value of imported clothing was nearly hive 
million pounds; in 1933 it had fallen to 
less than three millions.. If you translate 
that two millions into terms of home 
manufactures you can get some idea of 
what we have achieved in that direction. 

Speaking generally, a good many of our 
industries have expanded . considerably ; 
some new industries have been created, 
and we are Within measurable distance of 
our. needs in a number of

PILOT KILLED AT 
BROOKLANDS.

CRASH OF SINGLE-SEATER 
MACHINE, 


Whilst flying over Brooklands yesterday 
Mr. Charles Raymond Shillingford, aged 
about 26, crashed in his single-seater 
machine, and was killed. 

Mr. Shillingford, who had been staying 
at Jermyn street, London, is believed to 
have been very wealthy, and it is thought 
that his family are tea planters in the 
East Indies. 

Early in the afternoon Mr. Shillingford 
arrived at the aerodrome alone by car, and 
took off in his Comper Smith single-seater 
aeroplane for a flight over the aerodrome. 
He had been flying only a few minutes, 
and was apparently, in the opinion of 
spectators, attempting a slow roll when 
the machine got out of control while he 
was flying upside down, and nose-dived 
from a height of about 700 feet. : 

The machine crashed to earth opposite 
the motor racing track, along the finishing 
straight, and when a few men rushed to 
the spot with the Brooklands Aerodrome 
ambulances they found Mr. Shillingford 
had been killed outright. » 

The machine had crumpled up, but Mr. 
Shillingford was still in the pilot's seat. 
The machine did not catch fire. Mr. 
Shillingford was not very well known at 
Brooklands, as he only recently joined the 
Brooklands Flying Club. His aeroplane 
had been garaged at Brooklands,

““ At present we have to rely mainly 
upon imported sugar, but when our beet 
sugar schemes come into operation we 
shall supply virtually all our own needs, 
To an increasing degree we are sub- 
stituting the use of turf for coal, at 
present chiefly for domestic purposes, We 
hope to use turf on a widening scale, and 
shall also apply ourselves to the develop- 
ment of anthracite deposits which have 
not vet been exploited to any considerable 
extent. 


THE FARMERS. 
“One hears a great deal about the 
position of the farmers as the result of 


| the economic war with Great Britain. In 
| common with agriculture in all countries, 
| our farmers are suffering from the world 
| depression and low prices of primary pro- 
| ducts. That is the real cause of the present 
| condition of affairs, though I admit that 


the economic war has been an added factor, 
It has undoubtedly contributed something 


| over and above the world depression, but 


you have to bear in mind the other side 
of the picture Remember the compen- 
sating factors which the Government have 
introduced in the interests of the farmers 
—relief in rates, land annuities, bounties 
and the stabilisation of prices.

£2,350,000.. The position of farmers in 
the Free State is not worse,. but~better, 
than in many other countries.

INDUSTRIES THAT WILL 
STAND. 


We have no use for industries the 
success of which depend on huge subsidies, 
inflated costs and the employment of 
women and children at slaves’ wages, 
under what Mr. Norton has described as 
pre-Babylonian conditions. And in this 
connection it is well to remember that Mr. 
Lemass himself has been forced to acknow- 
ledge that the industries which have made 
real progress during the last two years are 
the industries which were set up and de- 
veloped under the moderate tariff policy 
of the last Government, and which were 
found by Fianna Fail securely established 
on solid foundations. 

These are the industries that wil] 
Survive, and there are many other 
branches of industry which could be 
established along the same lines, and in 
the long run these will be the industries

ILL-SPENT MONEY. 


Hundreds of thousands of pounds are at 
present bring poured out through the country 
shifting heaps of stones from one side of the 
road to the other and digging sods out of one 
side of the road to throw them into the drain 
on the other side.

Yet, in the face of all that they promised, 
in the face of all that they had learned, in 
the face of all that they listened to—their 
earliest act towards conserving the resources 
of this country and getting national unity 
was to spurn in bitter contempt the offer 
of Mr. Cosgrave to co-operate with them; 
and, through Mr, Ruttledge in Ballina, 
Fianna Fail called on its followers to “ get 
the accursed crowd out of the Government's 
way because they are in the way of the 
nation’s progress.” Their next act was to 
plunge the country headlong and without 
plan into that which they now regret must 
be called the “ economic war.”

Tá EARL OF SHAFTESBURY has 


offered as a free gift to the City of 

Belfast his residence, Belfast Castle, 
aid the surrounding demesne of about 200 
acres. The grounds occupy a magnificent site 
on the slopes of Cave Hill, overlooking 
beifast Lough, with views over County 
Down, and adjoin Hazlewood and Bellevue, 
two estates already in the possession of the 
city as a park. Together they will form one 
of the most attractive public parks and 
pieasure grounds in the possession of any 
municipahty in the Kingdom. 

The offer is subject to the purchase by the 
Corporation of some small sections of the 
estate now occupied by gate lodges, a post 
office, workmen’s dwellings, and a residence 
and four acres of ground, let to Sir Robert 
liaird, the price for these being fixed at 
£9,750. A special meeting of the Corporation 
Tramways Committee, which’ controls the 
Hazlewood and Bellevue Parks, on Saturday 
recommended the Corporation to accept the 
offer, and expressed their thanks to Lord 
Shaftesbury for his generous gift to the 
city. ' 

The Castle. which was built by tha third 
Marquis of Donegall in the middle of last 
century, is more like an old-fashioned country 
mansion than a castle, and has been occupied 
by the Shaftesbury family until quite 
recently. in the grownds 1s a private -chapel, 
built as a memonal to the son of the third 
Marquis of Donegall, who died in Naples in 
1653. it is not intended that this shall be 
interfered with. 

Sir Crawford McCullagh, Lord Mayor of 
Beifast, who negotiated the arrangement with 
Lord Shaftesbury, stated on Saturday that he 
visualised a playground for the citizens and 
visitors with which nothing in the 
Kingdom will compare. The Castle, 
ha said, will obviate the necessity 
for building a dance hall at Bellevue, which 
was estimated to cost. somewhere about 
£20,000. It was too early, he said, to enter 
into details of plans for development of the 
estate, but 1t would prove a wonderful outlet, 
and one of great benefit to the citizens. He 
expressed. on his own behalf and on that of 
the citizens his thanks to Lord Shaftesbury for 
his generosity. 


EDUCATION IN THE 
NORTH. 


EMPLOYERS AND SCHOOLS, 

There was a good attendance on Saturday 
in Belfast at the annual meeting of the 
Northern Union of ‘Teachers in Technical 
Institutions, over which Mr. S. G. Duckworth 
presided, when the following officers were 
elected for the coming vear:—President, Mr. 
S. G. Duckworth, Belfast; hon. secretary, 
Mr. Peter Gilchrist, .M.Com.Sc., Lisburn; 
council, Messrs. G. Tipping, B.Com.; J. 
McCoubrey, B.Com.; .N. Penprase, W. J. 
Sloan, D. Ryan, B.Com.; D. McClelland, 
A.R.C.Se.1.; J. Kennedy and Colin Webb, 
and Miss McDermott. 

Mr. Bonaparte Wyse, Secretary to -the 
Ministry of Education, addressing the 
members, expressed the opinion that the 
failure of the number of technical school 
pupils to expand during the past three years 
was probably due to the trade stagnation. 
There was,.he said, need for greater co-opera- 
tion hetween industry and the schools. In- 
dustrial employers. ought to keep in closer 
touch with technical school staffs and work, 
help with advice and co-operate by allowing 
teachers (and pupils) to visit their works, 
Teachers should keep up their knowledge of 
modern conditions of industry—should as far 
as possible visit centres of industry in Great 
Britain during vacations. Use should be 
made of exhibitions through visits of teachers, 
and loan colleetions from museums; local ex- 
hibitions of pupils’ work should be encouraged 
in order to retain interest of local people. 
In technical’ schools, above all, it was 
necessary to keep up to date. ' 

Mr. D. C. Quail, Secretary of the Down 
On the other hand, technical education. had 
aims of education. The attitude, he said, of 
people in general towards elementary and 
secondary education, and, indeed, sections of 
university education, was one cf a straining 
towards conformity with preconceived ideas. 
On the other hand,, technical education had 
more of the scientific attitude towards life. 
[It observed the requirements of industry—its 
need for certain trained and thinking opera- 
tives and its need for persons who could think 
out new methods and new ideas, but who 
were at the same time aware of the errors of 
the past.

HOUSING AND PESSIONS. 

Speaking at a largely-attended public meet- 
ing in Athy yesterday, Mr. William Norton, 
leader of the Free State Labour Party, said 
that when the Labour Party, in 1932, held 
the balance of power in the. Dail they 
decided to use that power, not. in ya Hees 
the nation’s progress, but in strengthening 
the national arm of the people, and building 
up the social and economic life of the country, 
and towards that end they supported the 
Fianna Fail Government. It was not the 
country’s best year of progress, because they 
had to fight England and the English sup- 
porters here at the same time as they were 
trying to- recover the lost ground of the 
previous ten years. Yet, on every line they 
had made a considerable stride. They had 
passed a Housing Act which was equal to 
any in Europe. With the exception of 
Vienna, where the Labour Party was in 
power, more houses had been built, and were 
in process of building,.under that Act than 
had: been built by the late Government 
during their ten years of office. 

This. year they expected to have a scheme 
working to provide pensions for the widows 
and orphans, and a sum of at. least a million 
pounds was being made available towards 
that end. A ‘special bill was being brought 
in for the relief of unemployment, so that 
in future the unemployed man could get 
his allowances from the local Labour Ex- 
change without any loss of dignity or pride,

A CALL TO THE 
STATE. 


REFORM OF THE

of danger to the faith of children, and 

that raised the question: “ Had not the 
community the right to demand from the 
State some effort to cope with and arrest 
the moral decline which was fairly 8! 
parent to all eyes?” said the Rev. P. . 
Gannon, 8.J., in the course of a sermon in 
the Church of St. Teresa, Clarendon stre¢t, 
Dublin, yesterday, on behalf of the Cathotic 
Protection and Rescue Society. 

Father Gannon apologised for appealing to 
the generosity of the congregation in these 
hard times, and went on to say :—The neces- 
sity of the appeal must be my excuse. This 
Society exists to preserve to the Catholic 
Church all those children that rightly belong 
to it, whether they be legitimate or illegiti- 
mate, and it is in direst need of funds to 
carry on its work. We. cannot allow that 
work to lapse without grave dereliction. of 
duty. It is, no doubt, irritating and 
humiliating to be faced with this obligation 
through the activities of that old abomina- 
tion proselytism, which, though robbed of 
its one time power and resources, still re- 
fuses to quit the field entirely. 

There is another pcint.  Iilegitimacy is 
the principal source of danger to the faith 
of children. ‘The reason is so obvious that 
I need not dwell upon it. And that raises 
the question: Has not the community a 
right to demand from the State some effort 
to cope with and arrest the moral decline 
which is fairly apparent to all eyes? Many 
will tell you that Ireland is going precipi- 
tately to the devil. Others rise in indigna- 
tion and say this is an anti-national calumny. 
But, does not the truth, as usual, lie some- 
where in between the two extremes? 

Church and State both combine now to 
give the children of the land every chance 
of growing up in a wholesome atmosphete, 
with religion offering to them all its truth, 
its beauty, its solemn sanctions and its m- 
ternal aids. Nor are the majority un- 
responsive to these things. The best in- 
formed educationalists agree that in the 
main the children in our schools, colleges, 
and convents are as good as ever they were. 
Year by year these institutions send forth 
wave after wave of boys and girls quite 
equal to the making of a virile, God-fearing 
Christian nation. But when these young 
people quit the shelter of the schools they 
meet on all sides dangers and solicitations 
which put a quite unfair strain upon human 
nature. What wonder, then, if a certain per- 
centage of them break down and go bad? 
I think the wonder rather is that so many 
of them survive the ordeal they are called 
upon to face just when nature makes temp- 
tation most finsseocs and the wisdom of 
experience has not yet come to reinforce the 
teaching of Scripture that “ The wages of 
sin 1s death.” 


A COMMISSION’S REPORT. 

For my part 1 feel there is no more solemn 
duty resting on us who are older than to 
secure for the coming generations such 
immunity as is possible from the deadly 
perils that beset their path. And the State 
has a part to play as well as public opinion 
and the Church; for its interests are at stake 
no less than the interests of souls. It can no 
more look on indifferently while youth is 
being perverted than it could look on in- 
differently while miscreants poisoned wells or 
spread the microbes of plague and infection 
through the land. 

Yet there is resting in the drawers of 
Merrion street the report of a Commission set 
up by the Cosgrave Ministry. to investigate 
the moral condition of the Free State and 
suggest remedies. This report was so dis- 
turbing and disedifying that the Ministry 
in question refused to publish it. The pre- 
sent Ministry continues the refusal. We must 
conclude, then, that the decision is wise. I 
do not question it for a moment. — But the 
conclusion I draw from the wisdom of it is 
that action is imperatively called for. Let 
them withhold th: report, but let them take 
steps to ensure that no later report of the 
same kind can be possible. Reform of our 
criminal law on many points is called for. 
We know that there are several wholly inde- 
fensible anomalies at present. Even such 
laws as we have are being evaded in many 
respects. 'The agents of cvil are exceedingly 
skilful in defeating the purposes of legisla- 
tion. They find loopholes to escape convic- 
tion while still carrying on their nefarious 
activities. 

That the Government lacks good-will on 
this point I do not for ;. moment believe. 
Chat any section in eithe- Dail or Senate 
will resist wise and considered reform is 
equally incredible. What is the reason then 
for delay? Not surely business; for we see 
hours of debate devoted to matters which to 
many appear trivial or worse, and, at any 
rate, are not nearly as important as the moral 
sanitation in question. It is true that we 
may expect noisy protests from certain groups 
who have either a vested interest in the 
abuses to be remedied or, through some strange 
mental kink, may always be reckoned on to 
mistake licence for liberty—not perceiving 
that, licence is the worst enemy of ordered 
liberty, and has in the enu always proved its 
undoing, : 


THE NATION’S DUTY. 


We lack moral courage if we even stay toa 
reason with the sophistries that emanate 
from such sources. There is an Eastern pro- 
verb, which runs: “ The dogs bark, but tke 
caravan moves on.” I think the nation 
should move on in this matter, and let the 
dogs bark, When they see that nobody 
minds them they will cease baying the moon. 
[t is true, of course, and granted in ad. 
vance, that legislation alone cannot make a 
people moral, or sober, or law-abiding. But 
it can do something to protect the com- 
munity in general from parasitic elements 
which prey upon it. It can make the explos- 
tation of human weakness a dangerous and 
unprofitable pursuit. It ean give religion 
and the Grace of God a chance to cope with 
fallen nature. Even then'the Old Adam will 
have many triumphs to record. But men 
and women, of good-will, will at least be 
allowed to work out their salvation without 
being perpetually surrounded with entice- 
ments of every kind to surrender to their 
passions, stifle the reproaches of conscience 
and live entirely by what the Apostle calls 
the wisdom of the flesh, adding very justly, 
that “‘ wisdom of the flesh is death.” 7

SELF-SUFFICIENCY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—I had a friend who was a cabinet- 
maker. Hé was well connected and respected 
in his district, and made particularly good 
cabinets. In a neighbouring town, and 
locally, he found a ready market. for his pro- 
ducts. Unfortunately, the land on which his 
premises stood had belonged to his grand- 
father, who had been tricked out of it. This 
wrong became an obsession in his mind, and 
he blamed the whole community that could 
have allowed such a thing to happen. He 
entirely ignored the fact that, some genera- 
tions before his grandfather’s time, his 
forebears had themselves dispossessed others 
in lixe manner. He decided that the com- 
munity was not to be trusted and that he 
would live unto himself as much as possible. 
No man should benefit from his shade: if he 
could help it, more especially in the offending 
area, 

He began by spending much time in his 
garden, growing his own vegetables and fruit. 
He bought a cow and built a shed for it, He 
bought hens and built a chicken-house. He 
did his own plumbing and house repairs, and 
made and repaired boots for his family. In 
short, he gradually became absorbed in a 
multiplicity of activities, and lost interest in 
his cabinets; and all the while he adopted an 
air of studied truculence towards his former 
customers, Soon other cabinet-makers came 
into the district and captured his trade. He 
was quite unperturbed. The people in the 
town, where he bought his seeds, would buy 
his cabinets when he felt like making them ; 


but they did not, except at a give-away price. : 


{ recall visiting him with my wife, her 
sister, and my son, then a small boy. We 
were shown round, He was then engaged in 
building a garage. He had purchased a car 
to save fares and freight, and was planning 
to do his own repairs; so the garage was 
going to be a pretty elaborate affair. The 
ladies were overcome with admiration, and I 
felt more and more insignificant as the after- 
noon wore on. It was my son who came to 
my rescue. ‘‘ Where does he get the money 
to buy the cement and the motor car and all 
the things he cannot make, Daddy? ’’ “From 
making cabinets,’? [ answered. ‘‘ But he 
doesn’t bother about cabinets much, now, 
Daddy, and when he does, people don’t want 
them.”

Srrn,—It is with a feeling of temerity | 

venture to introduce a discordant note into 
the chorus of mutual admiration and _ self- 
congratulation sung by the Ministry for 
Industry and the Convention of the Federation 
of Industries. While it always gives me great 
pleasure to see a natural and healthy develop- 
ment of Irish industries, and to witness the 
success which rewards the efforts of enter- 
prising native manufacturers, I maintain that 
that development must be related to the 
natural resources, geographical position, and 
relative size of the country; but that 
especially it must have a direct relationship 
with the capacity of the consuming public to 
bear the additional cost imposed on it throvgh 
the import duties: which must necessarily be 
applied. 1 will acknowledge at the outset 
that there are special world and local. condi- 
tions prevailing to-day which justify a policy 
of more rapid ifdustrial expansion’ than 
would be warranted in normal times. I cannot 
agree, however, that these conditions justify 
the policy of indiscriminate tariffs which is 
being followed by the Government. 

It seems to be assumed by the Minister 
and by the manufacturers that the establish- 
ment of new industries or the extension of 
the old ones through tariffs does not result 
in an increase in the price of the goods so 
produced. Such an assumption can only be 
described as '“' bunk’’ by anybody who under- 
stands the situation. I definite!’ assert that 
practically al] ‘he commodities produced under 
the shelter of the tariffs cost more than they 
The statement 
so frequently made by interested persons 
that the prices of the article is not increased 
is misleading, and is frequently intended to 
mislead. Reckoned in money, the price of 
the article may not be increased, but, if, at 
the same time, the comparative world price of 
a similar article falls, the result to the pur- 
chaser is the same as if the price had risen, 
As a matter of fact, the price of móst manu- 
factured articles has fallen in recent years, 
and any impartial examination of the 
position « will disclose that the Irish 
ba of manufactured goods are now 

igher than the prices of similar articles, 
quality for quality, in outside countries. 

The effect of a slight increase in the price of 

one article (and the increase is often far from 

slight) may not be greatly felt, but the 
cumulative effect of the higher cost of almost 
everything bought is staggering. 

It is, however, now useless to cavil at ex- 
isting industries, as, doubtless, any Govern- 
ment which succeeds the present one would 
hesitate to expose those industries to extinc- 
tion by the cold blast of world competition. 
One shudders to consider the additional in- 
creases which must result from the further 
developments foreshadowed by the Minister. 
It is an established fact that the low price 
of a great many commodities of a manu- 
factured nature is only possible through mass 
production methods, and that mass produc- 
tion is only feasible where there is a large 
consuming public available. When we know, 
therefore, that the Minister contemplates the 
establishment of factories for the manufacture 
of motor tyres, cement, cotton goods, etc., we 
can only conclude that the Government 
visualises many industries which can be per- 
manently maintained only. through the pay- 
ment of excessive prices for all time. 

There are many fallacies associated with 
tariff propaganda. The favourite is that only 
through the setting up of protected industries 
can unemployment be temporarily relieved 
and eventually wiped out. This contention 
is not borne out either by Irish or world 
conditions. It is a commonplace of discus- 
sions on the present day depression that the 
a‘lvances made in mechanical invention have 
more than counterbalanced the extra employ- 
ment given through increased production. 
Modern flour-miliing methods are a clear ex- 
ample of this. A further argument which 
should practically explode this employment 
theory for ever ig that the United States, 
with an enormous consuming public within 
its tariff walls, with immense natural re- 
sources, and with the highest protective 
duties in the world, has at the moment the 
greatest unsolved unemployment problem in 
the world. 

We are to have a cotton industry. T sup- 
pose the Minister seeks advice from his de- 
partmental experts occasionally, and uses his 
own eeyes to see. If so, his advisers must 
be very feeble, or he must be very dense if 
he does not know of the position of the 
Lancashire cotton industry at the moment, 
With the skill and tradition of generations, 
with the advantage of being the first in the 
market, and with the enormous financial re- 
sources available, Lancashire is going down 
year by year before the onslaught of the 
teeming labour population of sg working 
for a trifling wage. Does the Minister con- 
{emplate similar conditions here to those in 
Japan? 

o one who is conversant with the despe- 
rate condition of the largest section of the 
community—the farmers—the fatuous flattery 
‘bestowed by Mr. Lemass on the manufac- 
turers, as contrasted with the treatment of 
farmers by the Government is revolting. Any- 
thing is good enough for the farmers; 
nothing is too good for the manufacturers. 
According to the Minister, we have in the 
manufacturers a special race of super-men, 
gifted with extraordinary business ability 
and wonderful enterprise. What are the 
facts? In existing conditions here any man 
in an established business, under the tariff 
shelter, with even the most modest share of 
ability, is bound to succeed. The Minister 
himself said it, when he stated that any 
person who put his capital into flour-milling 
‘could not fail. The manufacturer has not 
only the advantage of the tariffs, but he is 
preserved from internal competition by Act 
of Parliament, and he has at his disposal a 
-constiming public which must buy from him, 
because “they cannot go elsewhere. His 
only risk is that the consumers will 
‘so impoverished that they cannot buy at all. 
This last-is a position from which we are 
not now far removed. . 

Another, and, perhaps, the most serious, 
‘aspect of the policy is that it connotes a 
view. of permanent . estrangement with 
England. We are trying to shut out all im- 
ports. It is an axiomatic economic law 
that, unless we import, we cannot export. 
The policy, therefore, assumes a gradual dis-

appearance from the English market. This 
being so, the outlook for the Irish farmer is 
truly dismal. He must reconcile himself to 
a much smaller market; still subject-to world 
rices, because of our exportable surplus. 
Until our population increases to about ten 
millions he cannot hope to sell all his pro- 
duce at home. - In such circumstances, and 
with the permanent burden of tariffed indus- 
tries, it is impossible for the farmer to look 
forward with any prospect of survival, even 
were he relieved of all rates and annuities. 
Conditions are now abnormal, and the 
largest section of the population are so deeply 
concerned with problems that concern their 
very existence that developments which, in 
ordinary times, would excite the greatest 
hostility now pass unnoticed. @, therefore, 
feel it a duty to call the attention of the 
farmers, and the other large numbers of con- 
sumers deriving no benefit from the tariffs, 
to the ramp which is on, and which, if un- 
checked, will, in time, harness them with a 
weight of unfair burdens that cannot be 
shaken off in generations.—Yours, etc., 
MicHAEL R. Herrernan, ex-T.D.

SCHOOLS AND HOME-WORK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TUE TRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—A circular from the Free State Depart- 
ment of Education on the hours devoted to 
home-work appeared in your columns recently. 
If the hours devoted to home-work are to be 
lessened. the standard of the examinations 
must be lowered and the number of com. 
pulsory subjects reduced. Much saving of 
time could. be effected if the programmes 
in English and history were changed. It 
would be enough if a text book of General 
European History were read twice a week in 
class, a running oral commentary being sup- 
plied by the master. The time devoted to 
this should not exceed two hours a week. 
The pleasure which a boy occasionally takes 
in reading history is marred by the prospect 
of having to write, on some day in the month 
of June answers to such uestions as, 
“Account for the decay of ain in the 
seventeenth century,’’ ‘‘ To what do you 
ascribe the rise of Prussia in the eighteenth 
century?” etc. Present political tension and 
national jealousies show that men have 
learned nothing from the record of past 
follies and «¢-:mes. History should be 
vhilosophy teaching by examples, but man- 
Lind seems unable to learn. 

The programme in English is too wide. 
Much t.me has to be spent in Eas bova 
to face examination papers which are long, 
complex and difficult. It is doubtful if any 
useful purpose is served by getting boys to 
write a critical analysis of works in verse. 
They can be taught to write conventional 
criticism about anything, but is merely the 
cult of insincerity. Macaulay was right when 
he said: “I have never written a page of 
criticism on poetry or the fine arts which | 
would not burn if I had the power. I have 
a strong and acute enjoyment of works of 
the imagination, but. I never habituated 
myself to dissect them.” 

It is enough if a boy studies English prose 
He should read Swift, who is a 
master of the plain style. and he will learn 
much from Sir Thomas Browne and Samuel 
Johnson, if he is attracted by the ornate style. 
The reading of poetry and the reading of 
prose fiction (excluding ‘* Rasselas ”) should 
be regarded as out-of-school interests, to be 

ursued or not according to the taste of the 
individual. The memorising of poetry should 
be given up. It may have been useful before 
the invention of printing. To-day it is futile. 

It is wrong to think that it is possible to 
devise a way by which an '' enduring love 
of study is likely to come into baing.” Most 
men have no intellectual interests. If anyone 
doubts, this, let him test it by comparing the 
circulation of cheap fiction with that of the 
Hibbert Journal or the Quarterly Review, or 
the numbers of those who attend football 
matches and greyhound racing with the 
attendance at a lecture on Relativity. 

‘‘In general,” says the circular, ‘it is a 
safe rule to reserve the most pleasant part 
of the work for home studv.” It is, but the 
circular does not say what is the most 
pleasant part. A boy who has nothing to 
do during the week-end is not to be blamed 
if he goes to the “pictures’’ instead olf 
reading ‘‘ reflective poetry cognate in ferm 
to epic,” or if he messes about with a w.re- 
less set instead of finding out how and why 
Exclid postulated the homogeneity of space. 
The average boy has a very definite view 
of what the circular calls ‘‘ the valuable 
opportunities which the week-end gives for 
both. mental and physical recreation.”’ 

The style of the c:rcular is bad. No one 
who has heard of an otiose epithet would 
Write “brisk drill,” “definite object 'S or 
‘‘organised system.’’ ‘‘ To attain its more 
important educational objects ’’ should he 
‘*to attain its object.” ‘‘ Would seem to 
indicate that in some cases, at any rate,” 1s 
simply a clumsy wavy of saying ‘ show;” 
and the writer of ‘‘ Such absence of organi- 
sation results in each teacher setting his 
tasks’’ should consult the article entitled 
‘Fused Participle,” in Fowler’s ‘ Dictionary 
of Modern English Usage.’’ It is not too 
much to expect that official pronouncements 
on education should be models of clearness 
and conciseness.—Yours, etc.,

OBITUARY. 


MR. R. J. MOSS. : 
We record with regret the death, which 
occurred on Saturday last, at St. Aubyn’s, 
Ballybrack, of Mr. Richard Jackson ‘Moss, 
Mr. Moss figured notably in the history, 
especially on the scientific and research side, 
of the Royal Dublin Society, and was 
Registrar of that society for more than 
forty years. The introduction of radium into 
Ireland, and the present extensive use of its 
wonderful properties of healing, are largely 
due to the work done by Mr. Moss in col-. 
laboration with Professor John Joly and Dr. 
Stevenson, both of whom predeceased him 
recently. Mr. Moss, interested and active to 
the end in the special branch of science to 
which he had devoted himself, attended the 
latest meeting, 1m 1933, of the Radium Com- 
mittee of the Royal Dublin Society. 
It was in 1914 that Professor Joly, Dr. 
Stevenson and Mr. Moss were associated in 
the foundation of the Irish Radium Institute, 
which had been, and still] 1s, sponsored by the 
Roval Dublin Society. It was the first radium 
institute in the world, and it was there that, 
following the original experiments of 
Professor Joly, radium was frst utilised tr 
the íorm of a gas now known as '' Radon. 
Many of the chief difficulties which prevented 
the widespread and general use of the healing 
powers of radium were overcome In this way, 
and the Radium Institute to-day carries on 
in this country a splendid work based on the 
achtuevements of those three proneers tn 1914. 
Dr. Steverison was. responsible for the 
application of the institute s curative product, 
and Mr. Moss was in charge of the institute 
generally, and of the laboratory work con. 
tinually carried on there. He was a Fellow 
of the Institute of Chemists and a Feliow of 
the Chemists’ Society. . 
Mr. Moss’s scientific studies and research, 
however, covered many subjects other than 
radium. He frequently read scientific papers 
to meetings of the Royal Dublin Society, 
one important paper being on The analysis 
of minerals by grinding in a vacuum. He 
was an authority on old Irish bre nzes, and 
his analyses in this respect had many 
portant results. 


AS REGISTRAR. 

Mr. Moss was Registrar of the Royal 
Dublin Society for forty-thre. years, a period 
which saw much notable development of that 
reat organisation. In 1875 he was appoiuted 
Kee er of the Minerals anc Chemxal Analyst 
to the Society. Three year. later he became 
Registrar and chief executive Officer of a 
Society which enjoyed then, and enjoys now, 
a world-wide reputation for its activities in 
the development of the sciences and arts, oi 
industries and agriculture. 
The Royal Irish Academy elected him a 
member in recognition of his merit. In 1888 
the Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland was 
amalgamated with the Royal Dublin Society, 
the result being that the agricultural side ot 
the latter Society’s work assumed even greater 
importance, Accordingly, extensive premises 
at Ballsbridge were secured. and a splendid 
range of buildings, show-yards and enclosures 
was gradually created. = 

Mr.’ Moss took a leading part in bringing 
about these improvements and devoted him- 
self untiringly to his high responsibilities. 
The Dublin Horse Show during his term as 
Registrar became the chief event of its kind 
in the world. Early in 1921 Mr. Moss re- 
tired from his office of Registrar. He was 
elected an honorary member of the Royal 
Dublin Society, and in May, 1921, he received 
a presentation from the members. The Right 
Hon. Lord .Rathdonnell, His Majesty's 
Lieutenant, the President of the Society, in 
making the presentation, said that he had 
been many years in close touch with Mr. 
Moss and could fearlessly say that in all 
that Mr. Moss had done his uppermost 
thought and desire was the welfare of the 
Society. Professor Joly then paid a tribute 
to Mr. Moss’s scientific hat

work, ** What 
greater good fortune could befali a man,” 
asked Mr. Moss in his reply, “ than to spend 
a lifetime in work designea to promote the 
welfare of his native country and the benefit 
of mankind ?”’ 


THE REV. DR. DAWSON-WALKER. 

The Reverend Dr. Dawson - Walker, a 
Canon, of Durham Cathedral and Professor of 
Divinity and Church History in the Univer- 
sity of Durham, died yesterday, aged 65. He 
had been in indifferent health for several 
weeks. A native of Bradford, where he re- 
ceived his early education, he graduated at 
Corpus Christi, Oxford, and was appointed to 
a curacy in his native town. Forty years ago 
Canon Dawson-Walker was appointed to a 
Classical Lectureship in Durham Wniversity, 


| and in 1912 he was installed Principal of St. 


John’s College, Durham. He was appointed a 
Canon Residentiary of Durham Cathedral in 
1919. Canon Dawson-Walker was Chaplain 
to Durham City Corporation, having succeeded 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Gee, who is now Dean of 
Gloucester. He leaves a wife and three sons.

The firm developed considerably under his 
guidance, and sent shipments all over the 
world, supplying wines to the White House, 
Washington, in pre-prohibition days. He had 
travelled all over the world negotiating large 
sales through the company’s agents. He re- 
ceived his education at the old Dominican 
School, Dominick street, Dublin, and for more 
than half a century was an active member of 
the St. Vincent de Paul Society, and was a 
member of the committee which established 
the Free Night Shelter, first in Little Strand 
street and later in Back lane, Dublin. Mr. 
O'Callaghan later became a Vice-President of 
the Committee of Manacement of the Shelter. 
He was also associated with the Catholic 
Truth Society of Ireland. His two brothers, 
the late Verv Rev. Joseph O'Callaghan and 
the Rev. Father Edward O'Callaghan, die: 
some years ago. Mr. O'Callaghan was a 
bachelor. His body is to be brought back 
to Ireland for interment at Glasnevin.
